Capriciousness of Great Forces of Nature Shown 


At Sora, Where Outer Walls Stand, Hiding Ruins

Naples, Jan. 16.—The. condition 


today of the caty of Sora, once a 
flourishing and prosperous commu- 
nity, located 
in Caserta province, 


about half way between this city and 
Rome, is a striking example of the 
capriciousness 'of the great forces of 
nature which Wednesday morning 
suddenly overwhelmed the heart of 
Italy. 
Instead of being reduced .to a 


shapeless mass of ruins, as was Avez- 
zano, the state of Sora today recalls 
the conditions which obtained at Mes- 


sina, in 190$, when the outer shells 
of "the beautiful Messina palaces re- 
mained standing only to liidc ruin 
and desolation 
within 
their walls. 


The Inhabitants of Sora nave been 
proud of their fine houses and wide 
streets and have called their town 
"Little Rome." Of these handsome 
buildings nothing remains today b«t 
the outside walls. Under the masses 
of shattered masonry within it is es- 
timated that from 350 to 500 victims 
lie burled. The condition of the walls 
still standing makes the work of res-

Mrs. Eugene 
Ball, chairman, reviewed the history 
of the work, which had its beginning 
in the noon recreation hours at the 
Heisey and Smith shoe factories last 
spring. This led up to the plan for 
the industrial council at Summerland 
Beach in July, when five delegates 
from these two factories spent all, or 
part, pf the week out, 130 girls 
and caught from them the spirit of 
what it means for girls to be banded 
together for one great purpose. 


This fall the definite club work 


.was began with Miss Ruth Crosby as

centers. 


The work has grown rapidly and our 
big goal has been reached, when on 
January 12, 133 girls met to form a 
federation of industrial clubs.

the ruins of a church at Sora found 
the bodies of twentj nuns who had 
been crushed to death while in front 
of the altar in the act of receiving 
a eojnnwanion.

Marcus Aurelius Column 


Damaged In Earthquake 


The Marcus Aurelins column, one 


of the famous points of interest in 
Rome, was among the landmarks 
damaged by the earthquake of Jan. 
12. The column Is one of the great 
attractions of Rome, and is well 
known to Americana who visit Italy. 
The statue is situated in the Piana 
Cotonna. It is a doric column, ex- 
tremely imposing, and was erected by 
Marcus Aurelius in 161-1SO A. D. 
The statue is composed of twenty- 
eight blocks of marble, its bas relief 
depicting the victory the 
emperor 


wor. in Germany. The top of the 
monument,is reached by climbing 
ISO steps. On the summit Is a medi- 
aeval statue of St. Paul, placed there 
by Pope Sixtns V. The total height 
of the monument is 137 Mi fctt.
